After Stalingrad the Ger­ 
man high command adopted a pro­ 
gram which was divided into two 
phases: 
1,—It was to fight delaying ac­ 
tions on all fronts, in the hope 
that some fonuitous circumstance 
—such as Allied discord or internal 
troub le in some Allied country — 
might b ring lu< k. 
2,—^When the pressure got too 
hot the Hitlerites would withdraw 
on all fronts to their own b orders 
—their inner fortress—where they 
would make a final stand in an 
effort to achieve a stalemate. 
NOW there’s no Indication that 
the fuehrer has altered this 
strategy. Indeed, It’s a logical plan 
for him to pursue and all his 
tactics have b een in that direc­ 
tion. 
Thus we have seen him pull his 
armies b ack in the center of the 
line to a depth of more than 700 
miles from Stalingrad and great 
distances in other parts of the 
front. 
Many times the Germans have 
b een In terrib le danger and their 
losses in men and materiel have 
b een colossal as they have retreat­ 
ed.But despite the frequent appear 
ances of disaster they have con­ 
tinued to maintain their b attle line 
as a whole—or at least they have 
done so up to now. As this column 
has said b efore, their retreats have 
b een great military achievements 
SO, vh6e anything may happen 
at a time like this, we must 
recognize that HltleiN strategy 
calls for retirement under ^wsent 
circumstances.

HAD HANDICAPS 


Turbulent 12 Months Ended 


With Sub-Zero Preview 


As Winter Arrived 


L. II. Copeland, United States 
weather observer at M illport turn­ 
ed back the pages of the year’s 
records 
and 
found 
1943 marked 
with turbulent weather. 
“D espite w eather handicaps, the 
farmer harvested 
normal crops.” 
Mr. Copeland said. December add­ 
ed to the freakish behavior of the 
elem ents 
by 
producing 
sub-zero 
weather before winter becam e of­ 
ficial. 
December Coldest 
The coldest month was Decem­ 
ber with an average of 27.9 de­ 
grees, against a normal of 48.5. 
The total snowfall for 1943 w as 
22 8 inches 
in comparison 
to a 
normal of 36 inches. Th® w annest 
month was June w hen aa average 
of 72.4 was attained. 
Rainfall Below Norm al 
Rainfall w as several inches be­ 
low normal with a precipitation of 
34.2 
inches 
against 
the 
normal 
37.44. The w ettest month w as July 
when 
the 
rainfall 
reached 
6.90 
inches and Decem ber w as lilted 


as 
the driest month 
w ith 
0.74 
inches. 
During the year 140 rainy days 
were recorded. 106 clear, 136 partly 
cloudy and 123 cloudy. 
January 
was 
cold 
with 
snow 
m ost of tho month and only 15 
percent sunshine registered. Feb- 
rary was sim ilar with the excep­ 
tion of more sunshine. 
March W as Average 
The records show March to be 
an average month, “it cam e in 
like a lion but went out like a 
lamb, with 60 percent sunshine”, 
the observer added. 
T he first Indication of planting 
troubles cam e in April, which was 
cold and rainy. Victory gardeners, 
armed with tools and seeds, waited 
anxiously for the weather to mod­ 
erate but their hopes literally were 
drowned 
as 
the rain continued 
through 24 days of May and the 
freshly plowed fields became seas 
of mud. 
Field Work Hampered 
The old adage to have corn plant­ 
ed by Memorial day w as not fol­ 
lowed in 1943, as the farmers had 
little opportunity to work their 
fields, and May closed with only 
20 percent of sunshine in a month 
traditionally supposed to be bright 
and sunny. 
H owever, the observer pointed 
out, June came to the farm er’s 
rescue and w as warm and sun­ 
shiny with 70 percent o f th® days 
ideal for farming and gardening. 
During these 30 days vegetation 
m ade a spectacular growth and the 
month set a record of being the 
w arm est June in 50 years. 
July and Angust cooperated with 
the national need for m ore food 
production as both m onths were 
perfect 
for 
growing 
w ith 
just 


enough sun sh ins and rain mixed 
to produce excellent crops. 
The first killing frost o f th® 
year occurred Sept. 18 and brought 
to an abrupt end the farm er’s hope 
for a long growing period. The 
season was short, Mr. Copeland 
said, with only 110 m aturing days 
but despite the brevity of the Beni­ 
son it had 80 percent sunshine.

The last month of the year rush­ 
ed the opening date of w inter w ith 
sub-zero weather, the observer said. 
Decem ber also w as marked w ith 
high winds, extrem e cold and gen­ 
erally disagreeable weather. Th® 
average temperature w as 27.9 de­ 
grees, with a 4-below-zero reading 
on Dec. 15 and 16. There w ere five 
clear days, 15 partly cloudy sa d l l 
cloudy.

Read y For The Climax 
N the statem ents of many officials speaking for 
the governm ent and Ita w ar agencies ii ap­ 
pearing again that, note of concern over the civil­ 
ian attitude toward the war which has b een of- 
flcWldom'i favorite worry. 
This time, the theme of the worry is that we 
civilians may not realize the terrib le price of 
the forthcoming Invasion of w estern Europe: 
I that we may not understand fully the evident fact 
that the United States has Juat b egun to fight; 
that we may b e committed to an attitude of self­ 
ish opportunism and that this may cripple the 
. w ar effort in its climax , as far as Europe Is 
’ concerned. 
As on every previous occasion, tb ere Is super­ 
ficial evidence of these dangers. The national 
psychology, it is true, hardly can b e called Ideal 
for a clim actic effort when such powerful minor­ 
ities as railroad and steel workers have b een 
considering work stoppages over wage disputes. 
Moreover, in the ab sence of preoccupation with 
rem ote incidents, perhaps more attention is b eing 
given to Ingenuity In dealing w ith civilian shorP 
ages than can b e Justified in wartime. 
But the national psychology ta not static. It is 
: sub ject to sudden and violent changes. It has 
b een in a continuous state of flux since the b e- 
’ ginning of the w ar in 19 39 , as is evident in the 
> changes of policy that have occurred since then, 
i Sometimes it has preterm lned policy, a t other 
tim es it has b een Influenced b y policy. But it 
' never has stood still for long. It will not stand 
: still now. 
[ 
The people have had the opportunity recently 
of digesting some of the Implications of the war 
‘ which previonsly b ad not concerned them directly. 
* They have realized that their own confidence In 
their ab ility to produce sufficient w ar m aterial 
^ to im plem ent the plans of their atrateglsta w as 
■ not misplaced. They have comprehended the b it- 
* Jter travail and heavy cost of the campaigns In 
; which United States forces are engaged so far 
i —the hard campaign In Italy, the difficult cam­ 
paign In the Pacific, the aerial assault on Ger- 
* many. 
I 
They have followed the conferences b etween 
I their 
chief 
ex ecutive 
and 
Prim e 
M inister 
' Churchill and Prem ier Stalin. They have made 
‘ a b etter grasp of such related w artim e prob lems 
' as manpower, tax es and m aintenance of civilian 
i necessities, such as transportation. They have 
i listened to the ex periencee of men b ack from the 
I fighting fronts and have heard the plans for 
I future campaigns. 
They have dlscuased these things among them- 
- selves, made their decisions on the facts avail- 
* ab le and ex erclse*d their inalienab le right to agree 
( and disagree. They are fully prepared now for 
« whatever may aw ait them aa individuals and as 
; memb ers of a nation a t war. 
They have confidence In their leadership. They 
; have found no plain evidence that the conduct 
of the war is b eing b ungled. They b elieve in 
I the fundam ental soundness of the m ilitary atra- 
I tegy b eing used, a t least aa far as they have 
» b een informed ab out It. They are certain that 
* the circum stances of victory are b eing created 
i b y their joint efforts comb ined with the efforti 
i of their allies. 
Their present focus of attention is on the nex t 
t major move that will b ring victory closer. There 
i is nothing wrong with the people’s psychology, 
i nothing wrong w ith tb elr m orale, that cannot 
. b e made to disappear overnight b y action. They 
I stand ready, as they have stood ready throughout 
I the emergency lo do w hatever la necessary to 
» get on with the war and to b ring It to a conclu­ 
sion as rapidly as possib le.

For a time, In the w inter of 
19 41-43 It looked as though H itler 
m ight shortcut his cam paign for 
nnlon with the Japanese b y strik­ 
ing through Thrace and down the 
eastern edge of the M editerranean, 
amoothlng his way with Iran and 
Iraq oil. Now It is much more like­ 
ly that route of conquest will b e 
traveled In the opposite direction: 
By the Allies. Im patient B ritish 
arm ies are lying to the south and 
southeast, eager to speed b y some 
of Turkey’s 5,000 miles of railways 
for a b low a t jittery Bulgaria. 
Esklsehlr. 
where 
Turkey 
has 
her largest air field, is only 300 
miles from the Ploestl oil fields In 
Rumania, wells essential to H itler, 
and la still nearer to Sofia and 
Bucharest, Use of the air field 
and port of Ismlr and other stra­ 
tegic ports along the Aegean sea 
might make possib le shuttle b omb ­ 
ing of Greece from southern Italy, 
only 650 miles away, and quickly 
would pry loose the enemy hold on 
Crete, Rhodes and other Dodeca­ 
nese Islands. 
Aid could b e ex pedited to Rus­ 
sia from Istanb ul. 844 air miles 
from Odessa, and from Seb astopol, 
300 miles off. The use of the Dar­ 
danelles would b ring a drastic cut 
In the long Red sea supply route 
to Russia and open up the vulner­ 
ab le Black sea coast lines of Bul­ 
garia and Rumania to Allied war 
fleets. 


O perating through Turkey, the 
Allies would b e much nearer to 
Iraq, Iran and even Caucasus oil

Though Turkey has a non-ag­ 
gression pact with Germany, she 
had a prior m atual-assistance pact 
with Britain. She might have come 
to B ritain’s help when Italy attack­ 
ed France In June, 19 40, If Britain 
had b een ab le to live up to her 
side of the b argain and supply 
weapons. 
Right now. b y all-out adherence 
to the Allied cause, Turkey might 
ex pect to keep in her own care the 
Dardanelles, loug sought b y Rus­ 
sia.

I t rllE.N the President came b ack 
from Teheran, Cairo, et al, 
one of the silliest questions asked 
him 
was how he 
managed “to 
function as President” that far 
from the b oundaries of the U. S. A 
I say the question was silly b e­ 
cause ab out all it got was a snicker 
from the press corps in attendance 
and a b road grin from the Presi­ 
dent and a recocklng of his long 
clgaret 
holder 
to 
three-quarter 
mast. 
From a historical standpoint, the 
question wasn’t silly a t all. As re­ 
cently as w'hen President Wilson 
pushed off for the Versailles con­ 
ference, a former attorney general 
pontificated that as soon as he got 
outside the 
three-mile limit, 
he 
was no longer President of the 
United States. 
Perhaps he was right. A guy 
named Llndb erg hadn’t flown the 
.\tlantlc then and more than a 
couple of weeks w’as record time 
for round-tripping b etween here 
and the coast of France, without 
con.sidering such things as stop­ 
overs while the President deb ated 
w hether to sign or veto b ills. 
But tim es have changed In the 
quarter of century since Woodrow 


Wilson took precedent b y the fore­ 
lock and went ab road. Now. where- 
ever the President goes the White 
House goes also. 
President Roosevelt has traveled 
som ething like 29 0,000 miles in his 
11 years as chief ex ecutive. Aud 
never once has there b een any 
serious contention that he didn’t 
have the W hite House, so to speak, 
in his hip pocket. 
At Teheran, as a m atter of fact, 
he was closer to 1600 Pennsylvania 
ave. than he has b een on sev­ 
eral fis'aing junkets in less turb u- 
leb t days. Sometimes, then, it took 
a week or 10 days to find the 
President and get an answ er from 
him. 
At Teheran, Cairo, Malta and 
points enroute, the President was 
never more than three days away 
from a hand-to-hand message from 
W ashington and b e actually signed 
b ills four days after they were 
passed b y congress. At least, that’s 
w hat the W hite House tells me. 
S 
OMEWHERE in the history of 
aviation, there should 
b e a 
little footnote ab out how the air 
transport command kept the Presi­ 
dent In close contact with W ash­ 
ington while he was alm ost half 
way around the world. 
Every few hours of those days 


when the President was hob nob ­ 
b ing with Chiung Kai-shek, Presi­ 
dent *Incnu of Turkey, and Pre­ 
mier Joseph Stalin, a portfolio was 
laid at his right elb ow. It was 
sealed and stamped and once tb ose 
seals were b roken, contents spilled 
over the desk that never "sere 
more than three or four days older 
than when they b ad b een scanned 
b y secretaries in the W hite House. 
In Teheran, Cairo, and “some­ 
where in the M editerranean” b e 
signed and vetoed b ills, penned 
messages to his ex ecutive staff, 
and wrote his looping F. D. R. on 
letters which might make history. 
In less tim e than it takes mail 
to go from here to Denver, those 
communications were b ack in the 
U. S. A. 
The original contention that a 
President 
couldn’t 
function 
out­ 
side the b oundaries of the United 
States prob ab ly was b ased on the 
specification that he m ust sign or 
veto all 
b ills within 
ten 
days, 
otherwise they b ecame laws. 
Aviation and President Roose­ 
velt have 
changed 
that. 
T here 
hasn’t b een a time in this war 
when the President couldn’t carry 
out all b is ex ecutive duties—even 
to sign'iug b ills and getting them 
b ack to congress within 10 days 
of passage. 
War Crimes And Punishment

ASHINGTON—A new principle 
of international law—punish­ 
m ent of war crim inals—Is in the 
making. 
The hanging of four men b y the 
Russians is the first practical rec­ 
ognition of the principle, decided 
upon at the U. S.-British-Russian 
conference at Moscow. 
A “Statem ent on Atrocities” is* 
sued 
b y 
the 
Moscow 
conferees 
said that after Germany surren­ 
ders: 
“German officers and men and 
memb ers of the Nazi party who 
have b een responsib le for or have 
taken a consenting part in . . . 
atrocities, m assacres and 
ex ecu- 
tlons will b e sent b ack to the coun­ 
tries in 
which their ab ominab le 
deeds were done In order that 
they may b e judged and punished 
according to the laws of these lib ­ 
erated countries.” 
The “ab ominab le deeds” referred 
to are, of course, acts In defiance 
of the international laws of war 
as set down in The Hague conven­ 
tions. the Geueva convention and 
so on. 
Ex ecutions of proved spies and 


of civilians who actually have en­ 
gaged In practices themselves for­ 
b idden b y the laws of war would 
not b e included. 
But the ex ecution of ma.sses of 
hostages for the act of one man, 
the slaughter of Innocent women 
and children, the wiping out of 
the Czech village of Lidice — all 
these certainly would b e Included, 
and with a vengeance. 
A 
c t u a l l y the new 
principle 
was first hit upon after World 
W ar I, b ut the Allies failed to fol­ 
low through on it and it nevef 
really b ecame estab llslied. 
The "am nesty clause” custom­ 
ary in i>eace treaties b efore 19 18 
was dropped from the T reaty of 
Versailles. 
Instead of forgiving those re­ 
sponsib le 
for 
atrocities, 
Article 
228 of the treaty provided; “The 
German governm ent recognizes the 
right of the Allied and associated 
powers to b ring b efore m ilitary 
trib unals persons accused of hav­ 
ing committed acts in violation 
of the laws and customs of war." 
More than 800 German culprits 
were 
listed 
for 
trial, 
including 
Crown Prince Frederick W ilhelm

■1 law, and it Is precedent—b ol 
stered b y practical application — 
that eventually makes a large b ody 
of our laws, b oth national and In­ 
ternational.

The answer, of course, was Jefferson Davis, 
president o f the Confederacy, after BtRler as 
federal co m m a nder in New Orleans. Issued an 
order that wono^n who insulted his soldiers were 
to b e treated without consideration. 
Now there was an odd b ird, that Butler. He 
was a b ig man in the northern military e.stab li.sh- 
ment during the Civil war, was a memb er of con­ 
gress and governor of M assachusetts afterward, 
received the nominatio nof two parties for presi­ 
dent and was wiilial aliout as unpopular a raau as 
ever lived. 
•One of the siui.'-tcr figures of the time." W. 
E. Woodward report- him in his Story of Gcaeral 
Grant. "He was c ra fty, » cUemiug. greedy—and 
plausib ly dishonest Upon the occupation of New 
Orleans b y the Union forces, Butler b ecame mili­ 
tary governor of that city. His b rother soon ap­ 
peared on the scene and engaged In illicit trade 
with the Confederates on a large scale." 
T 
he name of Ben Cutler is a b lack memory 
to the south to this day. It used to b e said 
of him that he clipped the citizens of New Orleans 
for their tab le silverware perhaps an apocryphal 
tale, yet Woodward quotes from 
Sen. Hoar's 
recolleilions that dnritig Butler's occupation of 
New Orleans he made a requisition of I8D.000 in 
gold on a New Orleans b ank. After the war the 
b ank sued Butler for return of the money. 
Butler declared the money b ad b een turned over 
to the government. The hank’s attorney said that 
in that case, the government receipt would con­ 
stitute a good defense for Butler, b ut added: 
“Your neighb ors in Lowell will not think very 
well of you when they see you riding In your 
carriage and know that it was paid for with 
money taken from this b unk.” 
Before the trial Butler paid b ack the $80,000, 
saying to the b ank’s reprcawntative: 
“But y o u'v e made one mistake. You said the 
people 
of Cowell would not think very highly 
of me when 
they saw me riding through 
the 
streets in my carriage and knew it was paid for 
b y the money of this b ank. On the contrary, the 
people would think me a fool for not having taken 
twice 88 much.” 
B 
u t l e r had plenty of weight with his party 
just the same and Lincoln was afraid to 
relieve him from his command until after Hie 
president was reelected In '64. Then he chased 
Butler, who was a lawyer and had no great 
talent for the military b ut got himself appointed 
through political pull. He commanded one of the 
first regiments to reach Washington and was 
made a major general in '61. 
He commanded the land forces In the ex pedi­ 
tion against New Orleans. After he was relieved 
there, he was in command of the department of 
eastern Virginia, b ut allowed his army to get 
caught and wedged in b y a much smaller force 
of confederates. He was originally a Democrat, 
b ut after the war as a memb er of congress he 
was prom inent among the radical Repub lican re­ 
construction leaders and was one of the managers 
appointed to conduct Impeachment proceedings 
against President Johnson. 
Butler had some kind of hold on Grant after 
G rant b ecame president, although Grant had once 
tried to have him dismissed from the army. No 
one was ever ab le to ex plain the Butler influence 
there. He lived to b e 75 years old and over half 
that period he was the center of controversy and 
w hat Jefferson Ifevls called him was really mild 
compared to some of the terms that others applied 
to him

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Ready For The Climax 


t N the itatem enta of many officials speaking for 
the governm ent and Its w ar agencies la ap­ 
pearing again that, note of concern over the civil­ 
ian attitude toward the war which baa been of­ 
ficialdom's favorite worry. 
T his time, the theme of the worry la that we 
civilians may not realize the terrible price of 
the forthcoming Invasion of w estern Europe; 
that we may not understand fully the evident fact 
that the United States baa Just begun to fight; 
th at we may be committed to an attitude of self­ 
ish opportunism and that this may cripple the 
w ar effort In Its climax, as far aa Europe la 
concerned. 
As on every previous occasion, there la super­ 
ficial evidence of these dangers. The national 
psychology, it la trua, hardly can ba called ideal 
for a clim actic effort when such powerful minor­ 
ities aa railroad and steel workers have been 
considering work stoppages over wage disputes. 
Moreover, in the absence of preoccupation with 
rem ote incidents, perhaps more attention la being 
given to Ingenuity In dealing w ith civilian short- 
agas than can ba Justified In wartim e. 
B at the national psychology ta not static. It is 
subject to sudden and violent changes. It has 
been In a continuous stat# of flux since the be­ 
ginning of the war In 2939, as la evident In the 
changes of policy th at have occurred since then. 
Sometim es It has preterm lned policy, at other 
tim es It has been influenced by policy. But It 
never baa stood atm for long. It will not stand 
atm now. 
The people have had the opportunity recently 
of digesting some of the Im plications of the war 
which previously bad not concerned them directly. 
They have realised that their own confidence In 
th eir ability to produce sufficient w ar m aterial 
to Im plem ent the plans of tholr strategists w as 
not misplaced. They have comprehended the hit­ 
le r travail and heavy coat of the campaigns in 
which United States forces are engaged so far 
—the hard campaign In Italy, the difficult cam­ 
paign In the Pacific, the aerial assault on Ger­ 
many. 
They have followed the conferences between 
their 
chief 
executive 
and 
Prim a 
M inister 
Churchill and Prem ier Stalin. They have made 
a better grasp of such related w artim e problem* 
ae manpower, taxes and m aintenance of civilian 
necessities, such aa transportation. They have 
listened to the experiences of men back from the 
fighting fronts and have heard the plans for 
future campaigns. 
They have discussed tbeie things among them­ 
selves. made th ^ r decisions on the facte avail­ 
able and exercised their inalienable right to agree 
and disagree. They are fully prepared now for 
w hatever may aw ait them aa individuals and as 
members of a nation at war. 
They have confidence In their leadership. They 
have found no plain evidence th at the conduct 
of the war la being bungled. They believe In 
the fundam ental soundness of the m ilitary stra­ 
tegy being used, at least as far as they have 
been informed about It. They are certain that 
the circum stances of victory are being created 
by their joint efforts combined w ith the etforta 
of their allies. 
Their present focus of attention la on the next 
m ajor move that will bring victory closer. There 
is nothing wrong with the people’s psychology, 
nothing wrong with their m orale, th at cannot 
be made to disappear overnight by action. They 
staud ready, as they have stood ready throughout 
the emergency to do whatever is necessary to 
get on with the war and to bring it to a conclu­ 
sion as rapidly as possible. 
They ask nothing at this time but what they 
always have asked before aud what they always 
have been given, after signs of preliminary un­ 
certainty—the confidence of their leader*.

OTH the Allies and the Axis 
love Turkey less for w hat she 
has than for where she Is: Laud 
bridge 
between 
east 
and 
west, 
crossroads for two worlds, keeper 
of the Dardanelles. 
Turkey lies next to rich oil fields. 
H er airdrom es are within 
easy 
bomber range of soft spots In the 
Axis* Balkan arm or. H er harbors 
face tow ard Greece. 
For a time, In the w inter of 
1941-42 it looked as though H itler 
m ight shortcut his campaign for 
union with the Japanese by strik­ 
ing through Thrace and down the 
eastern edge of the M editerranean, 
smoothing bls way with Iran and 
Iraq oil. Now It Is much more like­ 
ly th at route of conquest will be 
traveled in the opposite direction: 
By the Allies. Im patient British 
arm ies are lying to the south and 
southeast, eager to speed by some 
of Turkey's 5.000 miles of railways 
for a blow a t jittery Bulgaria. 
Esklsehlr,' where 
Turkey 
has 
ber largest air field, is only 300 
miles from the Ploestl oil fields In 
Rumania, wells essential to Hitler, 
and Is still nearer to Sofia and 
Bucharest. Use of the air field 
and port of Ism ir and other stra­ 
tegic ports along the Aegean sea 
might make possible shuttle bomb­ 
ing of Greece from southern italy, 
only 650 miles away, and quickly 
would pry loose the enemy hold on 
Crete, Rhodes and other Dodeca­ 
nese Islands. 
Ald could be expedited to Rus­ 
sia from Istanbul, 844 air miles 
from Odessa, and from Sebastopol, 
800 miles off. The nee of the Dar­ 
danelles would bring a drastic cut 
In the long Red sea supply route 
to Russia and open up the vulner­ 
able Black sea coast lines of Bul­ 
garia and Rum ania to Allied war 
fleets. 


O perating through Turkey, the 
Allies would be much nearer to 
Iraq, Iran and even Caucasus oil 
than they have been a t any time 
in the M editerranean campaigns, 
except for the dangerous months 
when the British were backed up 
alm ost to the Nile by Rommel's 
drive across the northern rim of 
Africa. 
Aside from chromium, of which 
Turkey 
produces 
nearly 
100,000 
tons annually, It exports principal­ 
ly agricultural products: Tobacco, 
cotton, olive oil, fruits, wool, bar­ 
ley, and im ports precisely those 
m aterials needed by the modern 
warring nation: Coal, machinery, 
iron and steel m anufactures. The 
one plant which once made air­ 
planes was confined to turning 
out only parts for replacem ents. 
President Ismet Inonu’s confer­ 
ence in Cairo with Roosevelt and 
Churchill, 
resulting 
in 
“closest 
unity”, threw a scare Into Ruman­ 
ia and Bulgaria, already faltering 
German 
satellites, 
startled

Managed Economy Headache

BUYING public which didu't complain when 
*• * certain commodities were scarce in a free 
economy, because It believed everything possible 
would be done to overcome the scarcity, la 
touchy about scarcities under managed economy. 
It is easier to blame the government than scat­ 
tered units of private enterprise. Th* managed 
economy headache is this continuous account­ 
ability for every practice which comes lo pub­ 
lic attention. 
The headache of the moment ie meat, with 
a t least oue spokesman for meat packers (George 
A. Casey, president of the Independent Meat 
Packers association) contending that large quan­ 
tities of meat may spoil unless there is a ra­ 
tioning moratorium on beef and pork. Other 
headaches have been the butter shortage, army 
supplies of rationed commodities far beyond 
reasonable needs and scattered reports of food 
commodities being wasted in handling. 
There Is no type of Information seized so 
quickly by the public as purported evidence of 
governm ent mismanagement of the national food 
supply. The downfall of th* managed economy 
theory preached so energetically before the war 
by the apostles of unlimited governm ent author­ 
ity probably will occur in its m ost aggravated 
form to the American people’s actual experience 
w ith governm ent handling of the food supply 
during wartime.

HEN the President came back 
•rn Teheran, Cairo, et al, 
one of the silliest questions asked 
him was how he 
managed 
“to 
function as President” that far 
from the boundaries of the U. S. A 
I say the question was silly be­ 
cause about all it got was a snicker 
from the press corps in attendance 
and a broad grin from the Presi­ 
dent and a recooking of his long 
cigaret 
holder 
to 
three-qukrter 
mast. 
From a historical standpoint, the 
question w’asn't silly a t all. As re­ 
cently as when President Wilson 
pushed off for the Versailles con­ 
ference, a former attorney general 
pontificated that as soon as he got 
outside 
the three-mile limit, be 
was no longer President of the 
United States. 
Perhaps he was right. A guy 
named Llndberg hadn’t flown the 
Atlantic then and more than a 
couple of weeks was record time 
for round-tripping between here 
and the coast of France, without 
considering such things ae stop­ 
overs while the President debated 
w hether to sign or veto bills. 
But times have changed in the 
quarter of century since Woodrow 


Wilson took precedent by the fore­ 
lock and went abroad. Now, w h e n ­ 
ever the President goes the White 
House goes also. 
President Roosevelt has traveled 
something like 290,000 miles in his 
l l years as chief executive. And 
never once bas there been any 
serious contention that he didn’t 
have the W hite House, so to speak, 
In his hip pocket. 
At Teheran, as a matter of fact, 
he was closer to 1600 Pennsylvania 
ave. than he bas been on sev­ 
eral fishing junkets in less turbu- 
letat days. Sometimes, then, it took 
a week or IO days to find the 
President and get an answ er from 
him. 
At Teheran, Cairo, Malta and 
pointe enroute, the President was 
never more than three days away 
from a hand-to-hand message from 
W ashington and be actually signed 
bills four days after they w ert 
passed by congress. At least, th at’s 
w hat the W hite House tells me. 
S 
OMEWHERE in the history of 
aviation, there should 
be a 
little footnote about how the air 
transport command kept the Presi­ 
dent In close contact with W ash­ 
ington while he was almost half 
way around th* world. 
Every few hours of those days 


when the President was hobnob­ 
bing with Cbiang Kai-shek, Presi­ 
dent • Incnu of Turkey, and Pre­ 
m ier Joseph Stalin, a portfolio was 
laid a t bis right elbow. It was 
sealed and stamped and once those 
seals were broken, contents spilled 
over the desk that never were 
more than three or four days older 
than when they had been scanned 
by secretaries in the W hite House. 
In Teheran, Cairo, and “some­ 
where in the M editerranean’’ he 
signed and vetoed bills, penned 
m essages to his executive staff, 
and w rote his looping F. D. R. on 
letters which might make history. 
In less time than it takes mail 
to go from bere to Denver, those 
com m unications were back to the 
U. S. A. 
The original contention th at 
President 
couldn’t function 
o u t 
side the boundaries of the United 
States probably was based on the 
specification th at he m ust sign or 
veto all 
bills 
within 
ten days, 
otherw ise they became laws. 
Aviation and President Roose­ 
velt have changed 
that. T here 
hasn’t been a time in this war 
when the President couldn’t carry 
out all his executive duties—even 
to sigmug bills and getting them 
back to congress within IO days 
of passage.

ASHINGTON—A new principle 
of International law—punish­ 
m ent of war crim inals—Is in th* 
making. 
The hunging of four men by th* 
Russians is the first practical rec­ 
ognition of the principle, decided 
upon at the U. S.-Britiah-Russlaa 
conference at Moscow. 
A “Statem ent on A trocities" Is­ 
sued 
by 
the 
Moscow 
conferees 
said that after Germany surren­ 
ders: 
“German officers and men and 
members of the Nasi party who 
have been responsible for or have 
taken a consenting part in . . . 
atrocities, m assacres 
and 
execu­ 
tions will he sent back to the coun­ 
tries in 
which their abominable 
deeds were done in order that 
they may he judged and punished 
according to the laws of these lib­ 
erated countries." 
The “abominable deeds” referred 
to are, of course, acts In defiance 
of the international laws of war 
as set down in The Hague conven­ 
tions, the Geneva convention and 
to on. 
Executions of proved spies and 


of civilians who actually have en­ 
gaged In practices themselves for­ 
bidden by the laws of war would 
not be included. 
But the execution of masses of 
hostages for the act of one man, 
the slaughter of innocent women 
and children, the wiping out of 
the Czech village of Lidice — all 
these certainly would be included, 
and with a vengeance.

principle 
was first hit upon after World 
W ar I, but the Allies failed to fol­ 
low through on It and it nevef 
really became established. 
The “am nesty clause” custom­ 
ary in peace treaties before 1918 
was dropped from the Treaty of 
Versailles.

TN a syndicate “Daily Quiz”, the question was 
I asked the other day: 
“By what president was a U. S. army general, 
Ben Butler, proclaimed an outlaw, a felon and an 
enemy to mankind?” 
The answer, of course, was Jefferson Davis, 
president of the Confederacy, after Butler as 
federal commander in New Orleans. Issued an 
order that women who insulted bis soldiers were 
to be treated without consideration. 
Now there was an odd bird, that Butler. He 
was a big man iu the northern military establish­ 
ment during the Civil war, was a member of con­ 
gress and governor of Massachusetts afterward, 
received the nominatio nof two parties for presi­ 
dent and was withal about as unpopular a man as 
ever lived. 
’One of the sinister figures of the time.” W. 
E. Woodward report Ii im in his Story of Geuera! 
Grant. “He was crafty, scheming, greedy—and 
plausibly dishonest Upon the occupation of New 
Orleans by the Union forces, Buller became mili­ 
tary governor of that city. His brother soon ap­ 
peared on the scene and engaged in illicit trade 
with the Confederates on a large scale.” 
T 
HE name of Ben Butler Is a black memory 
to the south to this day. It used to be said 
of him that he clipped the citizens of New Orleans 
for their table silverware, perhaps an apocryphal 
tale, yet Woodward quotes from Sen. H oars 
recollections that during Butler's occupation of 
New Orleans he made a requisition of $80,000 in 
gold on a New Orleans bank. After the war the 
bank sued Butler for return of the money. 
Butler declared the money had been turned over 
to the government. The hank’s attorney said that 
In that case, the government receipt would con­ 
stitute a good defense for Butler, but added: 
"Your neighbors in Lowell will not think very 
well of you when they see you riding in your 
carriage and know that it was paid for with 
money taken from this bank.” 
Before the trial Butler paid back the $80,000, 
saying to the bank’s representative: 
“But you've made one mistake. You said the 
people of Lowell would not think very highly 
of me when they saw me riding through the 
streets in my carriage and knew it was paid for 
by the money of this bank. On the contrary, tbs 
people would think me a fool for not having taken 
twice as much.” 
B 
UTLER had plenty of weight with his party 
just the same and Lincoln was afraid to 
relieve him from his command until after the 
president was reelected in ’64. Then he chased 
Butler, who was a lawyer and had no great 
talent for the military but got himself appointed 
through political pull. He commanded one of the 
first regiments to reach Washington and was 
m ade a major general in ’61. 
He commanded the land forces In the expedi­ 
tion against New Orleans. After he was relieved 
there, he was in command of the department of 
eastern Virginia, hut alloted his army to get 
caught and wedged in by a much smaller force 
of confederates. He was originally a Democrat, 
but after the war as a member of congress he 
wa* prom inent among the radical Republican re­ 
construction leaders and was one of the managers 
appointed to conduct Impeachment proceedings 
against President Johnson. 
Butler had some kind of hold on Grant after 
G rant became president, although Grant had once 
tried to have him dismissed from the army. No 
one was ever able to explain the Butler influence 
there. He lived to be 75 years old aud over half 
th at period he was the center of controversy and 
w hat Jefferson Davis called him was really mild 
compared to some of the terms that others applied 
to him

NEW ADOPTION LAWS 
PUCED INTO AFFECT

COLU.MBUS, Jan . 3—A revised 
adop tion law to give furth er p ro­ 
tection to fo ster children and p ar­ 
ents is now in effect in Ohio, the 
result 
of 
legislative 
action 
last 
Sep t. 26. 
The changes w ere recom m ended 
by the O hio ch ild ren ’s code com ­ 
m ission ap p ointed by Gov. John W. 
B ricker In Sep tem ber, 1941, 
The new legislation calls for is­ 
suance of an “in terlo cuto ry ” order 
six m onths before a final adop tion 
decree can be issued, p roviding a 
p robation p eriod during w hich the 
child h a s an adop ted sta tus with 
the excep tion of in h eritan ce rights. 
U nder the old law a child could 
be p laced in a fo ste r hom e and 
adop ted the sam e day. 
T here a re tw o excep tions to the 
p robationary p eriod under the new 
law ; (1) W hen a child 1« being adop 
ted by a step -p arent o r (2) w hen the 
p lacing of a child h as been sup er­ 
vised in th e hom e by an agency 
for six m onths or longer.

foster 
p aren ts by p rohibiting the w ith­ 
draw al 
of 
co n sen t once 
it 
has 
been given. 
N atural 
p aren ts 
are 
p rotected 
by giving them the rig h t to give or 
w ithhold consent if they can show 
in co urt exten uatin g clrcum stanc 
es for th eir failure to sup p o rt the 
child for the la st tw o y ears or 
m ore. 
The 
law 
furth er 
p ro tects 
the 
child by p roviding a full investi­ 
gation of fo ster p aren ta’ qualifica­ 
tions.

NEW ADOPTION LAWS 
PLACED INTO AFFECT 


fir TS* AIMC is US P N N . 
COLUMBUS, Jan. 3—A revised 
adoption law to give further pro­ 
tection to foster children and par­ 
ents is now in effect in Ohio, the 
result of 
legislative action last 
Sept. 26. 
The changes were recommended 
by the Ohio children’s code com­ 
mission appointed by Gov. John W. 
Bricker in September, 1941. 
The new legislation calls for is­ 
suance of an "interlocutory” order 
six m onths before a final adoption 
decree can be issued, providing a 
probation period during which the 
child has an adopted status with 
the exception of inheritance rights. 
Under the old law a child could 
be placed in a foster home and 
adopted the same day. 
There are two exceptions to the 
probationary period under the new 
law: (I) W hen a child la being adop 
ted by a step-parent or (2) when the 
placing of a child has been super­ 
vised in the home by an agency 
for six m onths or longer. 
The 
new 
law 
protects 
foster 
parents by prohibiting the with­ 
draw al of consent once it has 
been given. 
N atural 
parents are 
protected 
by giving them the right to give or 
withhold consent if they can show 
in court extenuating circum stanc­ 
es for their failure to support the 
child for the last two years or 
more. 
The law further protects the 
child by providing a full Investi­ 
gation of foster parents’ qualifica­ 
tions.

Governor Stresses Peril Of 


Too Much Regulation

COLUMBUS. Jan. 3—Gov. John 
W. Bricker says "this year will 
determ ine whether the place 
the individual in society shall be 
strengthened or whether he shall 
become more and more dependent 
upon organized governm ent.” 
In his first nation-wide address 
since he announced his candidacy 
for 
the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination, the Ohio chief execu­ 
tive told a radio audience New 
Y ear's day that 1944 "in all prob­ 
ability will be the most im portant 
year in the lives of people now 
liking” and may shape the • lives 
of people for centuries to come. 
‘Man Can Govern Himself’ 
“In the judgm ent of most peo­ 
ple, the m ajor issues of this war 
will he won in 1944,” he asserted. 
"But wheh this w ar is won, there 
still will be momentous decisions 
to make and difficult problems to 
decide.” 
“The real genius of our system 
of governm ent is founded 
upon 
the convicitton that man can gov­ 
ern himself, in w ar and crisis as 
well as in peace and prosperity,” 
he said. 
"This governm ent of ours was 
organized as a protection against 
the poAver of the m asses as well 
as the classes," 
“Government never should for­ 
get th at tho param ount interest 
is the public interest,” he said. 
“Regulation is necessary in our 
system that public interests might 
be protected against selfish inter­ 
est. But there is a vast difference 
between regulation and regimen­ 
tation.” 
Warns Of Acute Problems 
He warned that problems of pro­ 
duction and employment will be 
acute in the post-war world and 
that the governm ent and the in­ 
dustrial plant alone cannot main­ 
tain employment for everyone. 
“ We insist that equality of op­ 
portunity be preserved and that 
every one in his labors and in sue- 
cesses assures an equal right to 
every other,” he declared. 
“ We shall see to it, that the Bill 
of Rights will come out of this 
war unscathed 
and 
remain 
the 
cornerstone of American 
liberty 
and the hope of tomorrow.”
